or a hundred times, the same frauds might de-j cial. They cannot try an issue of fraud, but 


must decide according to the certified returns, j 
They could take no notice of a legal disqualifi- 
cation to hold cffice.but would he compelled, if 
the returns were sufficient, to give tho certifi- 
cate to one on whom judgment of disqualification 
i 


had been pronounced. Tl;ia single illustration, 
us presented by Judge Smith in hia decision 
upon this point, is conclusive. Tor without the 
power to go behind the crrtificate,such a judg- 
ment could not bo executed. 


But other illustrations may bo tmide. 
Tho 


certificate might be forged. It might bo obs 
tained by fraud as is claimed in this case. And 
it is a well-established rule of law, that fraud 
vitiates every thing. 
Therefore » certificate 


obtained by fraud would bo juet as void tis a 
forged one. Yet either would bo as good as 
the most valid one, if tho Court cannot go bo* 


it. There might be a case in which each 


party would have a certificate, in which the 
Court wovld be compelled to enquire which 
had tho right to it. Or tiiore might be a csse 
—and who can say, if tho present position of 
Mr. Barstow U sustained, that such n caso will 
be improbable?—where t'ie certificate was ex- 
torted from the canvassers by violence. Sup* 
pose he had been earlier in his military move- 
ments—had gathered hir anna to the Cupitol 
before tho canvass, and on the evening previ- 
ous, its basement hulls bad resounded with the 
rattle of rifles and mueki ta which he was dis- 
tributing among hia desperate followers ? Sup- 
pose when the Canvassers met, he had marched 
in with his armed band, ami compelled them 
amid bristling bayonets at the peril of their 
lives, to sign and give him tho certificate, nnd 
then had plead that certificate aa a finality !— 
Sneh a plea would be as tfreat an outrage upon 
law, we believe, aa we know it would bo on 
common sense. Yet it would be just as final as 
the ptea in the present cane. 


We believe, therefore, that the Court has 


exercised no power not clearly delegated to it. 
We believe it has decided correctly and in 
such manner a« the public welfare demands 
every legal question that has been decided.— 
jut even If we did not l-elieve this, knowing 
at wa do, that the Court in established by the 


its final exponent, no far as the 


other tribunals and offic <ra of this State are 
concerned, and that It it therefore the judge of 
constitutional qnestiona as to its own jurisdic- 
tion, wo should deem U our duty, and the duty I 
of every good citizen, to submit peacefully to ' 
the decision, unless it v;.u so oppressive and 
dingerous ai to justify a revolution.

ance tu tho supremo tribunal of the State, 
might perpetuate the usurpation forever. 


Therefore, wo repeat that it has come to this, 


whether wehnve ft government providing means 
for its 'own execution and continuation, or 
whether it was so defective that a dextrous and 
bold intruder might, by a trick, block its wheels, 
and leave it a cumbrous machine, incapable of 
further action, while ho assumed its place, and 
ruled in exalted supremacy over all the powers 
of the State. 


And whether the Court have jurisdiction or 


not, tho fatal consrquences that might result 
from tho want of it, show to every mind tho 
vital necessity for such jurisdiction. But to ua 
the fact that it exists, is as clear as tho necessi- 
ty that it should exi»t. True, it is said that 
Mr. llarlow S. Orton, Mr. Carpenter and Mr. i 
Arnold dony it. Hut it should be remembered 
that very pood lawyers often make bad mis- 
takes ; ami if mere names were to decide it,

makes reference to a previous decree, by 
which the charter of the present Transit of 
California Co. in revoked.

It was rumored at San Francisco, when the 


Northern Light sailed, that the goverment ol

Walker and New drenada, and that five hun- 
dred men were within a day's march of Castile, 
which was defended by a company of only 70 
men, under Captain Raymond. 


It was also reported that the Govorraent of 


Guatemala had jbine-1 forces under the negro, 
Gen. Morales, with the Goverment of Costa 
Rica, in the attack on Grenada. These move- 
ments had, doubtless been anticipated by Walk- 
er as he had been for some time collecting for^ 
ces and ammunition, and drilling forces which 
augmented every day. Capt Creighton recemS 
ly of New York, wns at San Juan with 150 
troops, on their way to Grenada.
